WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—The full 
text of President Harding's address 
follows: 


To the Congress: 
You have been asked to as­ 
semble in joint session in order 
that I may submit to you the re­ 
port of the world war foreign 
debt commission, covering its ac­ 
cepted proposal for the funding 
of the debt due to the United 
States from the government of 
Great Britain. 
This report con­ 
cluded on February 3, 1923, reads 
as follows: 
The president 
The w'orld 
war 
foreign debt 
commission 
created 
under the 
act of congress approved Febru­ 
ary 9, 1922, having received the 
mission appointed by the British 
government to consider the fund­ 
ing of the demand obligations of 
that 
government 
held 
by the 
United States report as follows: 
The British government desig­ 
nated as its representatives the 
Right 
Hon. 
Stanley 
Baldwin, 
chancellor of the exchequer, and 
Mr. Montague Norman, the gov­ 
ernor of the Bank of England, 
who have 
conferred

commission in Washington and 
presented facts 
relating to the 
position of the British govern­ 
ment. The commission has also 
met frequently in separate ses­ 
sions and has given the fullest 
consideration to the problems in­ 
volved in funding of the British 
debt to the United States. 
Basis for Setlement. 
It became manifest at the out­ 
set that it would not be possible 
to effect an agreement for fund­ 
ing within the limits of the act 
approved February 9, 1922, and 
the commission 
has, therefore, 
considered the practicability on 
some other basis, and though it 
has not been 
able, 
in the ab­ 
sence of authority under the law' 
to conclude negotiations, it un­ 
animously recommends for sub­ 
mission to congress a settlement 
with tho British government as 
follows:

For the first five years one- 
half the interest may bo deferr­ 
ed and added to the principal, 
bonds to be Issued there for sim­ 
ilar to those of the original issue. 
And payment of interest or of 
principal may be made In any 
United States government bonds 
issued since April 6, 1917, such 
bonds to be taken at par and ac­ 
crued interest. 
The commission believes that 
a setlement of the British debt 
to the 
United States on this 
basis is fair and just to both gov­ 
ernments 
and 
that its prompt 
adoption will make a most im­ 
portant contribution to interna­ 
tional stability. 
The extension 
of payment both of the principal 
and interest over a long period 
will make 
for 
stability in ex­ 
change and 
promotion of com­ 
merce between the two coun­ 
tries. The payment of principal 
bas been established on a basis 
of positive 
installments 
of in­ 
creasing volume, 
firmly estab­ 
lishing the principle 
of 
repay­ 
ment of the entire capital sum. 
The payment of interest has been 
esta b lish ed at the approximately 
norma! rates payable by strong 
governments over long terms of 
yea rf*. 
It has not been the thought of 
- 
the 
commission 
that it will be 


just to demand over a long per­ 
iod the 
high 
rate 
of interest 
naturally maintained during the 
war and reconstruction, and that 
such an attempt would defeat 
our efforts at settlement. 
Be­ 
yond this 
the 
commission has 
felt that the present difficulties 
of employment and high taxation 
in the United States should be 
met with suitable consideration 
during 
the 
early years, 
and, 
therefore, the commission con­ 
siders it equitable and desirable 
that payments during the next 
few years 
should 
be made on 
such flexibility as will encourage 
economic recuperation, not only 
in the countries immediately con­ 
cerned, but throughout the world 
This settlement between the 
British 
government 
and the 
United States has 
the 
utmost 
significance. 
It 
is 
a business 
settlement fully preserving the 
integrity of the obligation, and 
it represents the first great step 
in tho readjustment of the inter­ 
governmental 
obligations grow­ 
ing out of the war.

International Stability. 
In its comments upon the ar­ 
rangements negotiated the com­ 
mission itself has said essential­ 
ly everything necessary to com­ 
mend the 
agreement 
to 
your 
sanction. Note that the commis­ 
sion urges that the settlement is 
on a basis which “is fair and 
just to both governments,” anti 
“will 
make a most 
important 
contribution to international sta­ 
bility/* 
More important still is 
the closing observation that “it 
is a business 
settlement 
fully 
preserving the integrity of the 
obligations, and it represents the 
first great step in the readjust­ 
ment of the Inter governmental 
obligations growing out of the 
war.” 
In these observations I most 
heartily approve. The call of the 
world today is for integrity of 
agreements, the sanctity of cov­ 
enants, 
the 
validity 
of

tracts. 
Here is the first clear­ 
ing of the war-clouded skies in a 
debt-burdened 
world

the 
sincere commitment of one great 
nation to validate its financial 
pledges and discharge its obliga­

There is no purpose to report 
that your commission has driven 
a bad bargain with Great Britain 
or do a less seemly thing in pro­ 
claiming a rare generosity in set­ 
tlement. Amid widespread clam­ 
or for the cancellation of world 
war debts, as a fancied but fal­ 
lacious 
contribution 
toward 
peace—a clamor not limited to 
the lands of debtor nations, but 
insistent among 
many 
of our 
own people—the British commis­ 
sion came to make acknowledge­ 
ment of the debt 
to 
put fresh 
stamp of approval upon its valid­ 
ity and agree upon terms for its 
repayment. 
Acknowledged Obligation 
It was manifest from the be­ 
ginning that Great Britain could 
not undertake any 
program of 
payment which would conform to 
the limitations of time and inter­ 
est rates which the commission 
had been authorized to grant, 
but here was a great nation ac­ 
knowledging its obligations, and 
seeking terms in which it might 
repay. 
So 
your 
commission 
proceeded to negotiate in a busi­ 
ness way for a fair and just set­ 
tlement. 
Such a settlement had 
to take into consideration the ap­ 
proximately 
normal 
interest 
rates payable as the commission 
suggests, 
“bv 
strong 
govern­ 
ments over a long term of years” 
with a temporary interest rate 
aud suitable options adjusted to 
the tremendous problems of re­ 
adjustment 
and 
recuperation. 
Your commission went so far as 
it believed the American sense 
of fair play would justify. Even 
then the British debt commission 
did not feel just hied by its in­ 
structions to accept the propos­ 
al. Only after submission to the 
British cabinet was the proposal 
of your commission accepted and 
I bring it to you. with the ear­ 
nest recommendation that it be 
given, so tar as legislative pro­ 
cedure will admit, a cordial and 
prompt approval. 
A transaction of such vast im­ 
portance naturally has attracted 
widespread attention and much 
of commendation.

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MISSOURI FORESTS AND TAXES. 


The bill for the creation of a state fores­ 
try department to lay the foundation of a 
forest conservation and reproduction policy 
in Missouri has been favorably reported by 
the senate committee to which it was re­ 
ferred, says the St. Louis Post-Dispatch. In 
the house, the friends of the measure are 
finding formidable opposition in some of 
the agricultural representatives, who ob­ 
ject to it on the ground of expected cost to 
the taxpayers. 
We are confident that the taxpayers of 
Missouri would not object to the forestry 
measure were 
they 
in possession of the 
facts which justify the bill. 
Wood is an 
indispensible material of cvilization. 
It is 
useful to no occupation more than to that 
of farming. 
The farmer uses wood for 
buildings, pens, cribs, sheds, tools, fence 
posts and fuel. The question of forestry in 
Missouri is a question of Missouri’s wood 
supply. 
The largest factor in the price of lumber 
today is transportation. 
The country has 
been nearly denuded of its great forests 
east of the Rocky Mountains. Lumber pro­ 
duced in Missouri can be sold at $12 less 
per 1,000 feet than lumber produced on the 
Pacific coast, 
In 1910 35 per cent of the 
lumber utilized in Missouri came from Mis­ 
souri sources. Today only 5 per cent is pro­ 
duced in Missouri. 
A great deal of the land on which Mis­ 
souri timber once grew is now idle and a 
burden to its owners. By scientific refores­ 
tation this land can be made productive 
practically without labor, and besides com­ 
pensating its owners would result in reduc­ 
ing the cost of w ood products in the state. 
It is the policy of the federal government 
to cooperate with the states in supplying 
information and service to encourage forest 
conservation. 
But the burden of the work 
must be undertaken by the states them­ 
selves. 
In this work of self-conservation 
Missouri lags far behind most of the other 
wooded states. 
Twenty-six 
states 
have 
forest protection systems. Many are spend­ 
ing large sums of money to preserve and re- 
v store their forests. 
Pennsylvania, for in­ 
stance, owns 2,000,000 acres of state for­ 
ests, spends $500,000 a year to protect her 
forests and is considering 
a 
$25,000,000 
bond issue for reforestation purposes. 
It pays. 
It will pay Missouri and Mis­ 
souri farmers. 
Authorities claim that the 
Ozark region, with proper attention, could 
* produce $25,000,000 a year in forest pro­ 
ducts. 
With so much taxable property ad­ 
ded to the wealth of the state it is obvious 
that farm taxation would be relieved. Lum­ 
ber and fence posts 
would 
be cheaper. 
Rainfall, whaler supply, 
soil 
and climate 
would be favorably affected.
